BORAH WON'T SUPPORT 
“ANY ‘STOP’ MOVEMENT 


‘Platform Is My First Interest,’

William E. Borah of Idaho told 
'the delegation from that state to- 
day he would not “go into any 
combination or movement to stop 
Landon” or any other strong candi- 
date. 

“Much has been said here about 
my joining in a movement to stop 
the leading candidate,” Borah said, 
“but I do not feel that I want to 
go into any combination or move- 
ment to attempt to control the 
convention through any series of 
deals. I defer to the members of 
the delegation as to what they de- 
sire to do, but we have nothing 
to gain by doing so. 

“They are willing for me to be- 
come the spearhead of a (stop) 
drive, but they say nothing about 
what will happen to me after the 
opposition has been destroyed. 

“The welfare of the party is fore- 
most. It must be dynamited from 
|its present lethargy. It must again 
be made to serve the cause of its 
party. 

“My first interest is in platform.” 

Borah talked with the Idaho dele- 
gation soon after his arrival in 
Washington. 

Later in the day he issued a for- 
mal statement, declairng “We are 
entitled to know” the views of Gov. 
Landon on the gold standard. “The 
gold standard,” he went on, “is an- 
other form of monopoly, money 
monopoly.” 

Borah, a candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, said last night he was not in 
favor of committing the party to a 
constitutional amendment to give 
states express authority to fix min- 
imum wage laws.

Systematic Thefts in Bar Form 
Over 2% Years Taken From 
Western Electric Co. 

The systematic theft of bar solder, 
valued at about $40,000, from the 
Western Electric Co. warehouse at

They shift from one 
aching foot to another, lift tired 
eyes, and ask: “Who do you like 
for second place?” It has already 
become a convention to nominate 
a candidate for vice-president,

if It’s a ‘‘Vote-Getter.”’ 
M oe of the serious discussion 


revolves around the proposed | 


platform plank favoring a 
constitutional amendment em- 
powering the states to enact min- 
imum wage legislation, and that 
discussion is almost entirely con- 
fined to the question whether it 
would be “a good move” meaning, 
of course, whether it would gain 
votes. 

One faction argues it would “put 
Roosevelt in a hole,” another re- 
torts it would be “aping the New 
Deal.” There has been a wide- 
spread assumption that such a 
plank would constitute* a “liberal* 
or “progressive” step by the party. 
The fact is that many persons favor- 
ing “social justice” legislation 
are convinced such an amendment 
would be the surest way of prevent- 
ing effective reform. They point 
out that, prior to the recent Su- 
preme Court decision holding the 
New York minimum wage law un- 
constitutional, the situation was 
practically the same as if such an 
amendment was in force. What 
happened then? Several states en- 
acted minimum wage laws. Other 
states, perceiving an opportunity to 
attract industries to themselves, not 
only failed to enact such laws, but 
advertised their refusal to do so as 
an inducement to employers to set- 
tle there. Conspicuous among the 
consequences was the exodus of 
textile mills from New England to 
the Carolinas and Georgia. Massa- 
chusetts, with an exceptionally hu- 
mane law, suffered the worst. This 
was the development which contrib- 
uted most to the demand for Fed- 


eral legislation, the argument being 
that such legislation could only be 


effective if applied equally through- 
out the union.

Say Germans Get the Work. 

Officials of the Federation of 
Undeground Workers charged that 


the coal fields in the Douai region 
of the north were not being worked, 
leaving thousands of miners idle 
while the French owners gave work 
to German miners in the Saar fields. 

Operators reported there was only 
a limited and -rapidly diminishing 
market for French coal. Work,the 
operators asserted, has been equally 
distributed when available. 

The miners called the general 
strike “to be continued until the 
owners cut into their profits to give 
us living wages.” 

Excavators, along with masons 
'and carpenters, ran up the tricolor 
and the red flag side by side in 
Paris and devoted themselves to 
newspaper reading and singing. 

At Rouen, too, the strike move- 
ment took on new life with a dead- 
lock in local arbitration. Approx- 
imately 1600 coalworkers, weavers, 
dyers and paper makers were in- 
volved. Other thousands struck at 
Barentin and Pavilly, textile centers 
north of Rouen. 

A strike at Dunkerque, 
docks, shipyards, and canal. Union 
representatives announced the 
strike and the workers immediately 
responded by closing the iron gates, 
blocking off the docks. About 2000 
bargemen blocked the canal with 
their boats, closing it to all naviga- 
tion. 

However, in other districts strik- 
ers went back to work. The Quen- 
tin metal workers, the Jupitor Oil 
Refinery employes, and the Long- 
juneau Tannery employes returned. 
Thousands more were expected to 
return to work before the end of 
the day.

What Labor Won. 

The labor agreement which took 
some workers back to their jobs 
was described as “one of the great 
proletarian victories in the French 
history.” It included: Wage in- 
creases from 7 to 15 per cent; recog- 
nition of the right to organize; col- 
lective bargaining contracts; a 40- 
hour work week; annual vacations 
with pay.

Open Shop Principle Retained. 
Strikers will receive no punish-

mutual agreement, the “open shop” 
principle was retained. 

The end of the strike signalled 
the first victory of the new Social- 
ist government which took over ex- 
traordinary powers in the first 
hours of its tenure.

FOR TELEVISION BROADCAST 


Program Must Indicate “Reason- 

able Promise of Substantial Con- 
”" to Art. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 8. — New 
regulations governing television 
broadcasts are announced by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion. Although designed to keep 
television on an experimental basis 
for a time, the regulations permit 
a wider latitude in testing traps- 
mission under commercial operat- 
ing conditions. 

Saying that synchronized oral 
broadcasting “is considered an es- 
sential phase of television broad- 
casting,” the rules provide that one 
license will be issued for both types 
of transmission. | 

To obtain a license an applicant 
must show it has a program “of re- 
search and experimentation which 
indicates reasonable promise of 


substantial contribution to the de-| 


velopment of the visual broadcast 
art.” Licensees may not transmit 
any programs “for which they re- 
ceive, directly or indirectly, any 
form of compensation,” 

When a regular commercial pro- 
gram is transmitted, the rules pro- 
vide, all commercial announce- 
ments not a part of the entertain- 
ment continuity must be eliminat- 
ed from the television broadcast 
except the mere statement of the 
name of the sponsor. The station, 
however, may transmit an image of 
the slogan, trade mark or project 
of the sponsor. i

G00 IN SAN QUENTIN. 
PRISON TO GET BONUS 


Total Payments for Convicts, 
Including One Condemned 
Man, About $500,000. 


— 


| By the Associated Press. ; 

SAN QUENTIN, Cal., June 8.— 
Nearly $500,000 will fall into the 
hands of more than 800 convicts in 
populous San Quentin prison next 
| week but the beneficiaries will be 
unable to spend it in pursuit of 
| their foremost desire, freedom. 

The money, to come through pay- 

ment of the soldiers’ bonus, will be 
| credited to the individual accounts 
of the convicts. They will be al- 
‘lowed to part with it only a few 
‘dollars at a time except in special 
| cases. 

Warden Court Smith announced 
today about 1200 convicts, one of 
them in condemned row, were elig- 
ible to receive the compensation 
payments but at least 400 had not 
| applied for them. 
| ‘The 400 expressed a desire to let 
‘their little fortunes lie in the United 
| States Treasury until they are re- 
(leased from prison. The Warden 
would not disclose the identity of 
the condemned “bonus” prisoner or 
the amount involved. 

Many convicts expressed a desire 
to release the money for payment 
_against mortgages or on homes of 
' relatives and friends. The Warden 
' indicated these would be considered 
| carefully. 

Actual delivery of the money will 

| solve some mysteries for prison au- 
'thorities. Many of the 800 have 
adopted aliases. 
_ When the bonus bonds arrive, 
| these masqueraders will have to re- 
veal their real names, or at least 
the names they used in joining the 
service, before delivery can be com- 
pleted.

COLE. GREEN BEAN 
ASA SECON HAND 


Most of Life Spent Handling 
Vast Fortune of Mother, the 
Late Hetty Green. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 8—Col. Ed- 
‘ward H. R. Green, who died at 
Lake Placid, N. Y., today, was the 


son of the late Hetty Green, one 
of the world’s richest women at the 
time of her death in 1916. 

He was born Aug. 22, 1868, in a 
Londen hotel and was educated in 
the New York public schools, the 
high school at Bellows Falls, . 4 oe 
and Fordham College, New York. 
When in college he met with an ac- 
cident which made it necessary to 
amputate one of his lefs. Never- 
theless, in order to learn th erail- 
road business, he worked as a sec- 
tion hand and foreman and then 
went to Cincinnati, where he be- 
came superintendent and manag- 
ing director of the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi Railroad at the age of 21. 

From Cincinnati, he went to Chi- 
cago to look after his mother’s 
large mortgage and rea] estate in- 
terests. He studied law and later 
was admitted to the bar in Texas. 

Mother Born to Wealth. 

His father was a successful New 
York merchant. His mother was 
not a self-made woman, as Many 
believed, but was born - wealthy, 
The foundations of her fortune 
were laid in the whale fisheries 
by her ancestors, the Howland 
family, fo New Bedford, Mass., and 
by her father, Edward Mott Rob- 
inson, of the same place and New 
York, 

On her death, the fortune, esti- 
mated at $100,000,00 passed to Col. 
Green and his sister, Mrs. Matthew 
Wilks, in trust for 10 years and 
after that outright. 

He went to Texas in 1893 to look 
| after two streaks of rust Known as 
the Northwestern branch of the 
Texas Central railroad, now the 
Texas Midland, running from Paris 
to Ennis, 125 miles. His mother 
had owned the bonds of the road. 
It was about to be sold to satisfy 
creditors. To save her bonds, Mrs. 
Green bought the road and put her 
son in charge as president and gen- 
eral manager. He was then only 
25. He mixed with.his men and 
visited the towns along the road 
soliciting business until he finally

The people dubbed the 
automobile “Old Hurricane” because 
of its tremendous exhaust. He made 
thetrip in a day leaving a trail of 
frightened horses in his wake.

Colquitt, Democrat, of Texas, and 
served two terms. He always took 
much pride in his title.

termined run. He walked into the 
bank, laid a deposit of $100,000 on 
the counter and the run waé 
stopped. He had held no financial 
interest in the bank. 

On another occasion a telegram 
was sent to one of His wards, read- 
ing: “Uncle Ned said you may 
come.” It was received: “Uncle 
Ned dead, you may come.” Green 
telephoned a Dallas newspaper: 
“This is Green. You can kill the 
obituary of me.” 


Interest in Radio. 


At his home in South Dartmouth, | 


Mass., he installed a radio station 
at a cost of $500,000 and later made 
extensive improvements. He be- 
came interested in the transmission 
of motion pictures by wireless and 
devoted much time and money to 
experiments of this nature. 

Always he kept close to the plain 
and simple things. He never hesi- 
tated to work with his employes. 

At the time of his marriage, in 
1917; to Miss Mabel E. Harlow of 
Highland Park, Ill., after an ac- 
quaintance of 15 years, he told re- 
porters that he was marrying for 
a “real home.” 

“LT want to say right now that 
I am not marrying a society bud,’ 
he went on. “I do not know who 
is going to be boss—all I can say 
is that I am going to try to be.” 
His wedding present to his bride 
was $125,000 in Liberty bonds and 
$500,000 cash. For the honeymoon 
trip from Chicago to New York, 
they traveled in a regular Pullman 
compartment.

lation, was tenth in the number of 
individual income tax returns for 
1934, filed to Dec, 1, last. Missouri

The Internal Revenue Bureau, in 
a detailed breakdown of individual 
returns, today listed the number 
filed by States, counties, cities and 


towns having a population over 
1000. 

States which ranked ahead of Mis- 
souri were New York, Pennsy!l- 
vania, California, Illinois, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, Ohio, Michi- 
gan and Texas. The total number 
of individual returns in 1934 was

TRAIN-AUTO CRASHES 
SHOW STEADY GAIN 


Most Grade Crossing Accidents 
Occur on Saturday and in 
Daylight Hours. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—Analyz- 
ing the steadily mounting increase 
of grade crossing accidents, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission re- 


ported they occurred most often on | 


Saturday and in daylight hours.

Dr. R. C. Siebert, president of the 
St. Louis Dental Society, delivered 
an address of welcome.

Prevention of dental decay by a 
chemical applied to the teeth has 
proven effective, Dr. James Mark 
Prime of Omaha, former president 
of the Nebraska State Dental Asso- 
ciation, said in a paper prepared 
for delivery this afternoon. 


While efforts to prevent dental 
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decay by the use of proper foods, 
by cleaning the teeth and by fill 
ing have met with only limited suc- 
cess, use of a silver nitrate solution 
invented 15 years ago by Dr. Percy 
Howe at a Forsythe Institute, a 
Boston clinic for children, has 
given good results for some dent- 
ists experimenting with it, Dr. 
Prime asserted. 

The solution is applied four or 
five times a year to the tooth sur- 
faces after the teeth have been 
cleaned and dried. The dentist who 
has used it most extensively, apply- 
ing it to more than 1000 surfaces, 
has had some of his patients go 
five years with no decay, Dr. Prime 
related. The average has been two 
/and one-half years, and only three 
_have shown even a slight decay, he 
said. 

Some other dentists regard the 
solution less enthusiastically than 
Dr. Prime, many believing its use 
to be limited to certain cases.

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PROPOSAL FOR LEAGUE 
OF AMERICAS DROPPED 


Chile’s Objection Will Prevent 
Matter From Coming Before 
Pan-American Meeting. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Chile’s 
veto of any consideration by the 
approaching Inter-American Peace 
Conference in Buenos Aires of pro- 
posals for creation of a League of 
American Nations apparently has 
barred that topic definitely from 
the conference agenda. Informed 
sources explained that under cus- 
tomary precedure in pan-American 
parleys the unanimous consent of 
participating nations was necessary 
before a suggested subject could 
be placed on the program. 

The Buenos Aires meeting, called 
by President Roosevelt to consider 
means of strengthening the peace 
machinery of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, is expected to come not 
earlier than December. 

Three Latin-American countries, 
Colombia, the Dominican Republic 
and Guatemala, proposed the estab- 
lishment of a League of American 
Nations, patterned generally after 
the Geneva institution, to promote 
peace among the 21 American re- 
publics. 

Views in Pan-America.

Graziani’s forces have made lit- 
tle effort to subdue the provinces. 
The Italian strength has been con- 
siderably weakened by the dispatch 
' of two brigades of Askaris to Goj-

ANTON GENERAL 
CALLS ALL GHINA 
T0 WAR ON JAPAN 


Southern Government, He 
Says, Will Send Out 
Army With or Without 
Nanking’s Aid. 


By the Associated Press. 

CANTON, China, June 8. — The 
Canton (South) Chinese Govern- 
ment has decided to send an army 
against Japan in Northern China 
with or without assistance from 
the Nanking (Northern) Govern- 
ment, Gen. Li Chung-jen said today. 
It was said Saturday that Canton, 
although issuing a declaration of 
war, would: wait on Nanking to 
start the war. 

Gen. Li, commander-in-chief of 
the Kwangsi forces, urged officers 
and men throughout China _ to 
“shed blood freely for the cause of 
salvation.” 

His statement was supported by 
Lo Wen-kan, former Foreign Min- 
ister of the Nanking Government, 
who declared “resistance is the 
only way to deal with Japan's in- 
vasive aggression.” 

Situation Termed ‘Grave. 

Foreign observers in Canton 
viewed the situation gravely. Some 
thought the Southern Government’s 
financial situation was so serious 
that the military officials seized the 
occasion to appeal to the people for 
more funds on the pretense Japan 
was threatening the nation’s exist- 
ence. 

Others expressed the view that 
Canton, with 150,000 well-trained 
and well-equipped soldiers and more 
than 100 modern airplanes, had the 
republic’s support. 

Officials began new prec.utions 
against air attacks, taking control 
of city light plants and instituting 
measures to guard the -public 
against raids. Plans -ere consid- 
ered to assure adequate food sup- 
plies in event of a siege. 

As active and wholehearted allies 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
at Nanking, these independent 
Southern militarists could make it 
possible for China to show at least 
some resistance against Japan, the 
foreign commentators said. 

As critics of the Northern over- 
lord, however, these leaders _re- 
main ever ready to turn any of 
Chiang’s mistakes to their political 
or financial advantage. 

Significance of Revolt. 
The Kwangsi Generals are Chi- 


-ang’s most inveterate personal ene- 


mies. Their participation in the 
Nationalist revolt led to their de- 
feat by Chiang and their forceful 
retirement to the Southern prov- 
inces. In consequence, although 
restored to their high positions in 
the party and pardoned by Nan- 
king, they refused to co-operate in 
any way with Chiang.

MONTREUX, Switzerland, June 
&8—Turkey, contending her na- 
tional security is imperiled, will 
plead her case for refortification of 
the Dardanelles before her World 
War opponents at a conference be- 
ginning here June 22. 

These World War enemies, now 
considered in the class of friendly 
Powers, are expected to grant the 
request. They are Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan—guaran- 


iteeing states of the straits conven- 


tion. 

This conference, in sharp con- 
trast to the methods by which Ger- 
many is achieving her ends, may 
mark the launching of an exten- 
sive movement for revision of trea- 
ties by mutual agreement and nego- 
tion in Southeastern Europe. Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and Austria may 
follow in the footsteps of Turkey. 
All three are dissatisfied with post- 
war treaty limitations. 

The revision of the post-war trea- 
ties has been a burning subject for 
many years. Germany has been 
criticised for unilaterally releasing 
herself from the stipulations of the 
Treaty of Versailles—first by -pro- 
claiming general conscription and 
increasing her armaments and, sec- 
ond, by occupying the demilitarized 
Rhine zone. 


Germany Justifies Case. 


Germany justified her conscrip- 
tion and remilitarization by claim- 
ing the war allies refused to fulfill 
their pledge of reducing their own 
armaments. She justified the re- 
occupation of her ow®# territory on 
the Rhine by contending that the 
Franco-Soviet pact of mutual — as- 
sistance nullified the famous Treaty 
of Locarno, whereby Germany was 
stopped from occupying the Rhine 
while Great Britain and Italy guar- 
anteed to aid her or France or 
Belgium if any one of the three 
was attacked. 

Now comes Turkey which asserts 
its security is endangered by the 
straits convention signed at Lau- 
sanne in 1923. That convention 
fixes demilitarized zones on Turk- 
ish territory where defensive forti-

LITTLE ENTENTE. WARNS 
AGAINST HAPSBURG MOVE 


Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, Ru- 
mania Repeat Opposition to 
Restoration in Austria.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, June 8. 
—Leaders of the Little Entente 
again warned Austria yesterday 
against restoration of the UHaps- 
burg monarchy and union with 
Germany. 

The admonition followed a four- 
hour conference of diplomats of the 
entente—Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia 
and Rumania. 

The participants included Prince 
Paul, Regent of Yugoslavia; Presi- 
dent Eduard Benes of Czechos!>- 
vakia; King Carol of Rumania; 
George Tatarescu, Premier of Ru- 
mania; Nicholas Titulescu, Ru- 
manian Foreign Minister, and Dr. 
Kamil Krofta, Foseign Minister of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Their communique said they had 


examined problems of the Little 
Entente from a unified point of 
view, and agreed Austria should re- 
main independent. 

Extreme police precautions were 
taken to prevent any trouble along 
the Bucharest streets through 
which the diplomats had to travel 


on their 25-mile automobile journey | 


to Creviste Castle where the con- 
ference was held.

NEW REXIST PARTY 
GAINS -HEAVILY IN 
BELGIAN ELECTION 


Intended to ‘‘Sweep Bank- 
ers and Politico-Finan- 
ciers Out,” It Gets 78 of 


690 Council Seats.

BRUSSELS, June 8-—The new 
Rexist party won fresh election tri- 
umphs for the “Fascists” yester- 
day. 

The Rexists, described by Social- 
ists as a “Fascist danger,” recorded 


the greatest gains in balloting to 
name 690 provincial councillors who 
will elect 44 senators. 

By their victory, the members of 
the new political party whose broom 
emblem denotes determination to 
“sweep bankers and politico-finan- 
ciers out of office” complicated the 
task of forming a new cabinet : 

Today Emile Vandervelde, So- 
cialist, told King Leopold he had 
been uable to form a government, 
Paul Van Zeeland, former coalition 
Premier, may be asked to try 
again, it was indicated, 

Results of the balloting showed 
the following party returns, all 
overshadowed by the Rexist clear 
gain of new seats: 

Catholics—-224 (94 lost); Socialists 
221 (20 lost); Liberals 89 (6 lost); 
Rexists 78 (‘all gained); Flemish 
Extremists 50 (20 gained); Com- 
munists 27 (20 gained); “Hitlerists,” 
1 (new). 

The Rexists, who made their first 
gains in the general election last 
month, polled 280,625 votes. Al- 
though their achievement left them 
far below the majority, it bore out 
the prediction of the party's head, 
outspoken Leon Degrelle, their 
earlier triumph was “only a begine 
ning.” 

(Degrelle, who won the nickname 
“Peacock” from his opponents, has 
pointed the party toward control of 
the government by his statement: 
“The electoral campaign goes on 
until we have gained a majority.” 
He began his political attack 
through the columns of his news- 
paper Rex by denouncing financial 
“scandals” in the Catholic party. 
The “Fascist” appellation was 
tagged to the new party by the So- 
cialists but others assert Degrelie 
is in league with national Socialism 
and Hitler.)

To the Editor of the Post-Dispaten: 
OUR reprint of the article “Mr. Wal- 
lace Tries Again,” by Jonathan Mitch- 
ell in the New Republic, merely shows 
how little some writers know about the 
farm problem. He cannot reconcile soil 
conservation with profitable production. 
It is, however, the costly produce from 
the worn-out acres and the butterfat from 
the boarder cows that wreck the market 
and ruin the farmer. There is more 
profit in raising 10 acres of corn on land 
that yields 50 bushels to the acre, and 
selling it at 50 cents a bushel, than in 
raising 20 acres on land that yields only 
20 bushels and selling it for 80 cents. 
A cow producing 300 pounds of butter- 
fat a year will show profit, but four 100- 
pound cows, that take four times the soil 


fertility. through feed consumption, only | 


create a surplus and generate labor for 
the poor dub who supports them. 

We advocate saving money, stamps, old 
family relics and what-not, but give no 
thought to conserving soil fertility for 
posterity. No, we'd rather shout for birth 
control.

DEATH OR A NEW BIRTH?

The first break in its continuity came in 1884.

BVIOUSLY, the Cleveland convention 

must decide a great deal more than who 

will be the candidate to contest the New 
Deal at next autumn’s polls. It will also de- 
cide whether the Republican party, on the 
defensive as it has never been in this gen- 
eration, will stake its future on a reaction- 
ary, a moderately conservative or a liberal 
program. 

An  ultra-conservative platform might 
mean senility and the loss of leadership for 
years to come. A measured conservatism, 
spiced with a dash of liberalism, might lay 
the foundations for a Republican comeback 
—if not this year, then four years hence. 

The necessity for a harmonious relation 
between party platform and party nominee 
cannot be ignored; and for this reason, the 
line-up of Republican aspirants assumes par- 
ticular significance this year. Above the 
beating of the pre-convention tom-toms, half 
a dozen voices have rung out. 

In this G. O. P. sextette, the most re- 
sounding voices, belong to Gov. A#fred M, 
Landon of Kansas, Senator William E. 
Borah of Idaho and former President Her- 
bert C. Hoover of California. Not far be- 
hind them in resonance and party appeal 
come Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg of 
Michigan, Col. Frank Knox of Illinois and 
Senator Lester J. Dickinson of Iowa. 

Voices of somewhat shorter range have 
not been lacking. They will be heard in 
Cleveland's auditorium when the state dele- 
gations cast their first symbolic ballot, and 
perhaps one or two of them will develop 
the flesh and blood of a dark horse. But for 
practical purposes, the six leaders just 
named constitute the 1936 sextette to save 
Republicanism, and they will be carrying all 
the heavy money when the convention opens.

It is interesting to classify them by using 
that conservative-liberal yardstick which 
comes so conveniently to hand. There are 
three old-fashioned conservatives: “Mr. Hoo- 
ver, Col. Knox and Senator Dipkinson. The 
middle-of-the-road and moderate-conserva- 
tive school of thought is represented by Gov. 
Landon and Senator Vandenberg, who are 
strategically in the best position and will 
bear the most watching. Finally, Senator 
Borah remains, as always, in a class by him- 
self; a ruthlessly vigorous crusading liberal, 
out on the rapidly thinning fringe of the Re- 
publican party's left wing. 

Recent developments have emphasized the 
probability of a stiff convention contest and 
the possibility of bitter backstage bargain- 
ing. In such a setup, the personalities and 
adroitness of the potential candidates will 
count almost as much as their political con- 
victions, and all three elements will weigh 
importantly in the final choice. 

Primarily, the Cleveland showdown has 
resolved itself into a struggle among three 
different groups representing as many dif- 
ferent tendencies and schools of thought 
within the Republican party. You may spec- 
ify it as a conflict among the Hoover, Lan- 
don and Borah forces, as that suffices to 
make the distinction clear. 

What is of particular interest is the fact 
that the moderate Republican aspirants, 
rather than the ultta-conservatives, appear 
definitely to enjoy the best prospects of suc- 
cess. The right-wing candidates, like Hoover

and Knox, have done the most aggressive 
campaigning. Somehow, they haven't caught 
the popular imagination and they lack the 
native Midwestern pulling power, not to 
mention the shrewd paucity of rhetoric, of 
Landon and Vandenberg. 

The Old Guard and Eastern Republicans 
can scarcely write the entire platform with 
men of the latter type in the running. More 
and more, it seems that they will be com- 
pelled to recognize the spirit of the times 
and to make some concessions to social re- 
forms when the platform is drawn up. 

The platform will be as orthodox. as Cal- 
vin Coolidge where currency, the budget, re- 
duced governmental expenditures and kin- 
dred subjects are concerned. It will prom- 
ise to sanitize relief or to end it entirely, but 
it won’t tell how 10,000,000 jobless are going 
to be put back to work. It will offer some 
variations for a farm plan and condemn an 
economy of scarcity, but it won’t set out to 
deprive the farmers of all their subsidy ben- 
efits—not if the Republicans want, as they 
badly need to do, to recapture the great 
Western spaces which were so devastatingly 
annexed by Roosevelt four years ago.

A Chicago commentator remarked not 
long ago that President Roosevelt had lost 
the Pullman car, but he still had the day 
coaches with him.

So Cleveland promises to reveal the Re- 
publicans in the throes of trying to catch 
up—or trying to avoid catching up—with 
our social and economic calendar while still 
remaining as orthodox as they possibly can. 
In large measure, the choice of the presiden- 
tial candidate will settle that question, just 
as it promises to determine what possibility 
the party will have of recovering its lost 
ground. More significantly, it should point 
to whether the Republican party is to court 
the disaster of a second and more critica! 
total eclipse, or will move onto new ground 
from which there would be songe hope of 
staging a comeback in the next few years 
at least, if not in November.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—A con- 
stitutional amendment to empower 
Congress “to regulate agriculture, 
commerce, industry and labor” was 
proposed today by Chairman As- 
hurst (Dem.)

As- 
hurst told the Senate: “If addition- 
al power be needed by Congress in

REVISED PENSION BILL 


Companion Measure Before 


House—Changed to Meet 
U. S. Requirements.

SPRINGFIELD, IL, June 8.—Old 

age pension law changes demanded 

by the Federal Government became 


effective Saturday with the sign- 
ing by Gov. Horner of the Bolger- 
Lewis bill, which bears an emer- 


gency clause. 
The new law provides that pen- 


gion applicants have the right to 
appear in person and be represent- 
ed by counsel before the State Wel- 
fare Board on appeals from deci- 
gions of county pension boards. It 
further provides that one-half the 
net amount recovered from a re- 
cipient’s estate with regard to aid 
given by the Federal Government 
. ghall be paid promptly to the Gov- 
ernment. 

A companion bill to the measure 
signed, however, is stuck on a par- 
liamentary snag in the House. It 
concerns organization of relief 
boards in downstate counties and 
makes available approximately 
$9,000,000 in Federal funds for old 
age assistance, If passed and then 
approved by the Federal Social Se- 
curity Board it will give persons 
receiving a State old age pension a 
corresponding amount from. the 
Federal Government. 

Two bills sponsored by Repre- 
sentative W. E. Brockhouse (Dem.), 
Jacksonville, also were signed by 
the Governor. One of ‘these pro- 
vides no compensation shall be paid 
county treasurers for handling re- 
lief funds. It carries an emergency 
clause and is effective at once. The 
other measure appropriates $2,000,- 
000 to the IDlinois Emergency Re- 
lief Commission to pay obligations | 
incurred by the IERC prior to May | 
1, 1936. | 

The Governor also signed a bill | 
by Representative BR. S. Adamowski, 
‘majority floor leader, amending an | 
act to pay compensation claims of | 
State employes. 

Gov. Horner signed the bills 
providing permanent registration 
for voters in Chicago and nine 
down-state cities. The measures, 
which were passed in the fourth 
special session of the Legislature 
this week by a coalition of Repub- 
licans and down-state Democrats, 
become effective July 1 and will be 
in use in the November elections.

FEDERAL RAIL RETIREMENT 
PLAN UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Judge Indicates He Will Pass on 


Validity Before July 1, When 
First Payments Are Due. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 8. — The 
Government rested today its de- 
fense of the constitutionality of the 
Federal railroad retirement plan in 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court. 

Class 1 carriers and other rail- 
ways challenged the plan as an 
unconstitutional substitute for the 
invalidated 1934 pension plan. 

Murray W. Latimer, chairman of 
the Railway Retirement Board, told 
the Court the Government expected 
to pay $19,250,000 to pensioned rail- 
way workers during the last half 
of this year. First payments would 
be made July 1, he said, if the 
Court did not hold the retirement 


| plan unconstitutional. 


Latimer testified that in 1940 
the Federal pension system would 
provide more than $150,000,000 for 
aged railway employes. If it is 
held invalid, the nation’s railroads 
will pay more than $48,000,000 to 
pensioned workers in 1940 through 
their private retirement plans. He 
estimated the cost of private pen- 
sions during the last half of this 
year at $18,606,000. 

After the Government rested, at- 
torneys for the railroads present- 
ed rebuttal evidence intended to 
show private retirement systems 
provide adequate pensions for aged 
employes,

HESE are the days when par- 
T ents are driven to desperation by 
demands that they release chil- 
dren from school attendance. “I 
want to go to work.” “What's the 
good of the old 
school, anyway?” 
“I don't need to 
know French and 
algebra to get a 
job.” “I’m sick of 
school and I'm not 
going any more. 
I'll run away.” 
It is hard to be 
patient under the 
strain of such a 


bombardment, but 
that is all that is 


left the parent of 

the school-weary 

adolescent. Tell 

him that he may 

go get a job for 

the vacation, but that by the end of 
summer he is to goto school. He is 
to finish school and get a diploma, 
but he can work, if he can get work, 
in between. 

Talking to such boys and _ girls 
seems to have little effect. Though 
they are talked into silence in the 
evening, they rise as vociferous as 
ever next morning. What they want 
is their freedom. Schoo] holds them 
to a standard of routine, demands 
accomplishment, punctual and wor- 
thy, and they think that if they 
could once get rid of the pressure 
they would have the good time they 
have dreamed about all their sub- 
ject lives. 

Of course they are all wrong, but 
how is one to persuade them to that 
idea? There is no short cut to a 
happy ending here. All that can be 
done is to listen, advise and hold on 


the job, the freedom and the fun. 
To tell them that there is no such 
freedom does no good because they 
do not believe it. The best way out 
is the half loaf—an in-between job. 

Sometimes it helps the cause when 
the children are shown that every 
completed term in school helps them 
ever afterward. It gives them added

There 
are statistics that prove clearly that 
school education pays in terms of 
money. 

The young person who leaves 
school and takes a job usually 
sticks at the level he started upon. 


upon, his experiences are very 
limited, his mental power is unde- 
veloped and is likely to remain so.

_ Always Found 
In Human Diet 


Widespread in Nature — 
| Cooking Utensils of Metal 


Are Harmless. 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


| F. stumbering superstition that 
| aluminum cooking utensils are 
harmful breaks into flame. The 
latest example that has been 
brought to my attention is from a 
Mid-West city, where it went so far 
that a reader of 
a newspaper ac- 
tually proposed 
that an ordinance 
banning the use 
of aluminum uten- 
sils in eating and 
drinking houses 
be passed by the 
| City Council. 
Nothing could 
'be more unfair, 
| for there is not 
/one jot of proof 
that aluminum 
cooking utensils 
do any harm 
whatever. 

The claims are 
notable for the fact that they bring 
forward no facts in proof. For in- 
stance, “a oancer specialist” is 
quoted as saying, “Aluminum has 
been shown to be one of the great 
sources of chronic poisoning (abdut 
one-fourth teaspoon per person 
daily). It is one of the sources of 
_ chronic poisoning which is cancer 
| producing. Can we wonder that 
this disease is increasing by leaps 
and bounds?” 

That is simply a flat statement. 
It contains no proof and is not sup- 
ported by the opinions of those who 
are recognized as having made the 
most careful study of cancer. If 
such. scare-head remarks are broad- 
cast, has not the public the right 
to demand that they be accompa- 
| nied by definite evidence to support 


them? 
H iceae in conservative medical 
quarters may be deduced from 
the fact that hundreds of hospital 
kitchens are equipped with alum- 
inum, including the Palmer Memo- 
rial Hospital at Boston, an institu- 
tion for the treatment of cancer 
and other chronic diseases. 

Before aluminum cooking uten- 
sils were put on the market, the 
| effect was carefully tested on a 
_Khumber of human volunteers. 


Careful analysis of foods for 
three meals cooked in aluminum 
utensils, with both alkaline (that 
is, baking soda) and acid (vinegar) 
reactions, show that the total 
amount of aluminum in the food 
was less than one-fifth of a grain. 
This does not look very much like 
one-fourth of a teaspoon a day. 


It is perfectly impossible for any- 
one to prepage a diet entirely free 
of aluminum. The earth’s crust 
contains 8 per cent of aluminum as 
compared with 5 per cent of iron 
| and 3 per cent of calcium. Alumi- 
| num, according to Dr. C. W. Ed- 
| munds, formerly professor in the 
| University of Michigan medical 
| school, is an element widespread in 
| nature, in the soil and in plants 
/and, therefore, in drinking water 
' and practically all foods. 


Even so, aluminum, if taken inte 
the stomach, is absorbed in in- 
finftesimal quantities, and most of 
| it passes out of the system with- 
out ever having entered the blood, 
Late researches on the subject 
| have even inquired into the possi- 
| ble harm which might be done by 
aluminum if it did enter the blood. 
| Doctors Eveleth and V. C. Myers 
injected aluminum into the veins 
of dogs for a long period. It was 
thus put directly into the blood 
stream. The dogs showed no ill ef- 
fects, and most of the aluminum 
was thrown off by the kidneys or 
| in the bile, with only slight traces 
| remaining in the liver and spleen. 
| Tt is cruel to frighten the publie 
with this totally unfounded idea.
